To a Divorce Suit in Which the De-
fendant Kills Three People.

SLAYS HJS WIFE'S PARENTS

Then Rides Six Miles and Shoots His
HKighteen-Months-Old Daugh-

ter. Says He Is Not

Sorry.

As the bloody sequel of a divorce
suit, Archie Woodin, 23 years old, is
under arrest at Mount Pleasant, Mich-
igan, charged with a triple murder,
and that community was shocked
Thursday by a bloody tragedy in
which Mrs. Woodin's parents and the
prisoner’s  18-months-old daughter,
killed. Woodin was
over-powered  just as he turned the
weipon upon himself and had inflict-
el a wound that is not expected to
prove fatal.  He visited the court
house ‘Thursday morning  about 9
o'clock and looked over the papers in
asuit for divoree which his wife In-
stituted Oct. 10, From there he went
directly to  Isbel's hardware store
where he purchased a revolver, There
was no interruption in his career of:
erime from the moment his haods let
o of the legal papers in the court
bouse until his victims lay dead in
Lwo farm houses six miles apart.’
Fluaving secured the weapon he first’
rode his wheel to the Gulick farm,
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Gulick being the-
tirst vietims. Mr. Gulick was shot-
twice, onee above the heart and once
in the right side, and was instantly
Woodin then turned upon his
mother-in-law, who was sitting in a
and shot her in the
throat. She ran into the kitchen and
fell upon her back. Woodin followed
and emptied three chambers of his re-
volver into her breast, killing her. A
H-year-old daughter of Gulick came
in at the sound of the tirst shots and
seeing the blood on her mother's neck
ran to the neighbors and gave the
alarm. While running down the road
she heard the last three shots. The
murderer then dashed o his mother’s
houie six miles away. Ie rode his
wheel for one mile, then tearing off
his coat and throwing it with his bi
cycle into a fence corner, ran a mile
and a halt through ihe flelds. He
